TESTIMONY BEGINS TO-DAY. 


Georgetown, Ky., Nov. 28.—[Special.] 
—The Jury to try Caleb Powers on the 
charge of complicity in the murder of 
William Goebel was sworn this after¬ 
noon and the fourth trial has now really 
begun. The Commonwealth made its 
opening statement and the Introduction 
of testimony will begin to-morrow. The 
first witnesses will be the physicians 
who attended Goebel and an engineer 
whose map wlU show that the shot was 
fired from the ofTice of the Secretary of 
State.

Plea of Not Guilty. 


The formal arraignment of the pris¬ 
oner at tho bar was dispensed with, he 
entering a plea of not guilty following 
the swearing of the Jury to faithfully 
try the case and Judge B. G. Williams, 
of Frankfort, of counsel for the prose¬ 
cution, made the opening statement for 
that side. The defense attorneys stated 
to the court that they preferred to 
poke the statement of their side just 
before offering their testimony, us they 
have the right under the code to do. 

Mr. Williams occupied the attention 
of court and Jury for an hour and 
thirty minutes in presenting the case 
for the State. During tiuut time he 
gave to tho jury the definition of crim¬ 
inal conspiracy os charged In the in¬ 
dictment. gave the Commonwealth’s 
idea of tho motive of Powers in enter¬ 
ing Into such a conspiracy as is 
charged; reviewed the bringing to 
Frankfort of the "mountain army” of 
January 25, 1900, by the defendant; re¬ 
viewed the testimony of the mountain 
witnesses who assisted in gathering to 
gether that body of nidn. declaring 
them nil to have been close friends and 
adherents of Powers at that time and 
until they became witnesses for the 
Commonwealth against him; went over 
tho movements of th^accused in detail 
immediately before and after the as¬ 
sassination. referring to what tho State 

deems fatal admissions upon his part.

THIRTY YEARS’ SERVICE 
ON SUPREME BENCH 


ANNIVERSARY OF APPOINT¬ 
MENT OP JUSTICE HARLAN. 


DISTINGUISHED KENTUCKIAN 
SHOWS NO TRACE OF AGE. 


NO THOUGHT OF RETIRING. 


Washington, Nov, 28.—[Special. ]— 
John Marshall Harlan, Associate Jus¬ 
tice of the Supremo Court of the Unit¬ 
ed States, will round out to-morrow 
thirty years as a member of the high¬ 
est tribunal. While there Is a rumor 
in circulation that he may resign his 
position as a member of the court In 
the near future, there Is no confirma¬ 
tion to be had. so too much dependence 
should not be placed in it. Some time 
ago, when asked whether he ever 
thought about retiring, Justice Harlan 
said: 

"I can only say that I have not as 
yet determined what 1 shall do. I could 
have retired on full salary on June 1, 
1903. Now and then the thought comes 
to me that I should retire in order that 
I might do certain work which I can¬ 
not well do while on the bench; but 
when 1 get close to a determination of 
the question the thought oomes to me 
that my life would be shortened and 
perhaps become dreary If I should quit 
the work to which I have become ac¬ 
customed. and In the doing of w'hlch 
I am most happy. So I am undecided 
In the matter. It may be that my Ju¬ 
dicial work may end only with my 
life, unless In the meantime I am In¬ 
formed by those near me and who tyavc 
the right to advise me that my duty is 
to give way to a younger man.” 

Bom on June 1, 1893. Justice Harlan 
is now more than seventy-four years 
old. but Is as active as a man half that 
age.

About $35,000,000. 


Cortelyou Considers the Cri¬ 
sis Practically Over. 


Effect of New Lo\ns On the 
Treasury Balance. 


INCREASE IN CIRCULATION. 


Washington. Nov. 28.—The announce¬ 
ment by Secretary Cortelyou Inst night 
that further subscriptions to the one- 
year treasury certificates would not be 
received is regarded here as indicating 
that the Secretory considers the crisis 
In the money market us practically 
over. 

Official figures have not yet been 
given^out at the Treasury of the 
amoutit of the certificates allotted, ’nor 
has it been stated whether further al¬ 
lotments would be made for subscrip¬ 
tions already received. The amount of 
the allotments made, however, is to be 
about $35,000,000. and this is probably 
the limit unless strong reasons are pre¬ 
sented from banks which have already 
made subscriptions why allotments 
should be made to them. All individual 
subscriptions having been rejected, it 
is anticipated that nearly the whole of 
the $35,000,000 allotted will be used to 
secure new issues of bunk notes. As 
these issues will be retired within leas 
ihun a year, they will fiot constitute a 
permanent inflation of the bank note 
circulation.

Effect of the Loans. 


over tho repeal of the Sherman silver 
purchasing act was still raging in Con¬ 
gress ut the beginning of Gctob' r. the 
relaxation in business activity led to 
the decline’of loons on October 3. 1893, 
by aboul $175,000,000. and this h<d its 
logical sequence in the accumulation of 
specie In National banks to the amount 
of $224,703,860, or an Increase of about 
$38,000,000 from the low point shown by 
the bank reports.

The policy of the Treasury, 
therefore, In providing for the redemp¬ 
tion of the one-ycor certificates, with¬ 
in a shorter term than one year, will 
Involve the elimination of the bank¬ 
note circulation based upon these cer¬ 
tificates and a considerable withdrawal 
of cash from the banks Into the Treas¬ 
ury.

MANY ABSURD RUMORS 
ABOUT TAFT’S VISIT 


RUSSIANS WANT TO AID THE 
UNITED STATES. 


OFFER THEIR SERVICES FOR 
WAR WITH JAPAN. 


SECRETARY HURRYING HOME. 


The effect of tho new’ loans upon the 
future of tho Treasury resources and 
of the money inurket is aJroady 
receiving attention at t<ho Treasury 
and in banking circles. From ipre.sent 
sources of information, tho amount 
nominally added to the cash balances 
of the Treasury will be about $85,000.- 
000. of which $60,000,000 will represent 
the 2 per cent. Panama bonds and $35.- 
000.000 wiM represent tho one-year cpr. 
tIdeates w'hlch have been allotted. This 
amount would increase the present 
nominal balance from about $241,3sT- 
217, Where It stood yesterday, to a 
Utile more than $325,000,000. A small 
additional amount will be derived from 
the premium on the Panama bonds, but 
even if I'M* should average as high as 
5 per cent. It would -amcruni to only 
$2,600,000. 

With a nominal balance, hdwever, of 
more than $325,000,000 the Treasury 
will not have ar^ihlng like that amount 
immediately available. This is because 
of deposits in national banks and other 
depositt items. Theso items amounted 
yesterday to $234,939,589, leaving an 
actual working balance of $6,463,628. 
The Secretary has Announced that 90 
per cent, of the payments for Panama 
bonds will be left in the custody of the 
national banks purchasing the bonds, 
and about 76 per cent, of the payments 
for the one-year certificates will be left 
with the banks. 

• • • 

The Working Balance. 

The effect of these changes in the 
treasury balance fiheet, upon the has » 
of issues of both classes of securities to 
the amount of $85,000,000, will be to in- , 
crease the amount in banks to about' 
$300,000,000 and the working balance to 
about $22,000,000. The increase of $14.- I 
000,000 In the working balance will be* 
due to the retention In the treasury of 
$5,000,000. or 10 per cent, of the pr.nci- 
pttl of the Panama payments, and 
about $9,000,000, or 25 per cent, of tho 
principal of $35,000,000 in treasury cer¬ 
tificates. 

This condition of the treasury 
finances will be changed materially in 
the spring If Secretary Cortelyou is 
able to carry out the programme of re¬ 
tiring a considerable portion of the ons- 
year certificates before maturity. He 
will have no difficulty in doing this and 
saving a considerable portion of tho 
Interest to be paid on them If the 
agreements mado with bank^ to tbit 
effect can be carried out under the con¬ 
ditions of tho money market exls.ing 
in the spring. If $30,000 000 of the ^er- I 
tlfleat.es can then be paid off the i sh 
balance will fall to about $295,000 000.

To Reduce Deposits. 


St. Petersburg. Nov. 28.—As a result 
of the fact that Washington has cabled 
Secretary Taft requiring him to hasten 
his return to the United States, the 
Socrotary. who ti» conrring across the 
Trans-Sfberinn railroad, and is due at 
Mbscow next Saturday, has sent a tele¬ 
gram to Montgomery Schuyler. Jr., the 
American Charge d’Affaires,* asking him 
if possible to arrange the audience with 
Emperor Nicholas so ns to enable Mr. 
Taft to leave St. Petersburg the after¬ 
noon of December 4 instead of the night 
of December 5, a* provided for in the 
original schedule. Mr. Taft says that 
he must catch the steamer President 
Grant, wihieh will sail from Hamburg 
December 7. and that If he leaves St 
Petersburg on the 6th. even the cloa- 
est connections will make it barfly pos¬ 
sible for him to get to Hamburg In 
time. 

The visit of Secretary Taft has given 
an Impetus to the stream of Russians 
who come to the American Embassy to 
volunteer their services for the sup¬ 
posedly Impending Japanese-American 
war. This Idea has gotten such a hold 
on the people that some officers have 
even token steps to organise companies 
of volunteers. Mr. Bcfeuyfar is resort¬ 
ing to the Russian press to deny the 
possibility of trouble with Japan and. 
consequently, the need of volunteers. 

The most absurd stories regarding 
Secretary Taft’s mission to Russia are 
in general circulation. As an example, 
there Is published a lade that the Sec¬ 
retary is authorised to arrange for the 
stationing of two Russian army corps 
in the Philippine Islands and one Amer¬ 
ican corps at Vladivostok, and that ho 
already has* engaged several Russian 
officers at high salaries for this service. 

Dispatches received here from TokJo 
declare that Japan, on her own initia¬ 
tive. has marked the graves of the 
Russian volunteers who died while 
prisoners of war with granite head¬ 
stones. All the newspapers comment 
favorably on this evidence of tho 
friendliness of Japan.

JOURNEY ON SPECIAL TRAIN. 


Washington, Nov. 28. — President 
Roosevelt spent to-day at the old home 
of President Madison near Montpelier, 
Va. This trip was taken in variation of 
the custom of the President, which has 
been to go to hla country home at Pine 
Knot, Va.. on Thanksgiving day. With 
him were Mrs. Roosevelt, Mr. and Mis. 
Nicholas Longworth. Ethel and Quin- 
tin Roosevelt. 

The party left the White House early 
to-day and w*ere driven to the new 
Union station, which they left at 9 
o’clock in a special train. The trip 
over the Southern railway was without 
mishap and was enjoyed by all. They 
were driven over a fine road from 
Montpelier to the old Madison home¬ 
stead and were escorted through all 
parts of the mansion and listened to 
many stories concerning the historic 
spot. The President was particuiarly 
interested In visiting the tomb of Presi¬ 
dent Madison and remained near It for 
some time. 

When the party returned to their pri¬ 
vate car luncheon awaited them and 
was served as soon as the homeward 
Journey was begun. Although the 
Weather Bureau had predicted rainy 
weather, the day wus not marred by 
any downpour, but it was cloudy dur¬ 
ing the entire time they w ere away. 

Upoh reaching home the President 
was in fine trim and walked to his car¬ 
riage with quick strides and*a swing¬ 
ing gait. A crowd awaited the party 
at the depot, where carriages were 
taken and they were driven to the 
White House. Their Thanksgiving din¬ 
ner was the occasion for a family re¬ 
union. Mr. and Mrs. Longworth re¬ 
maining at the White House. 

NOTE OF^)PTIKISM 

Sounded By Ambassador Reid At 
Banquet In London. 

London. Nov. 28.—Whitelaw Reid, the 
American Ambassador, spoke optimist 
Ically on the financial outlook, and 
Field Marshal Sir George Stuart White 
eulogized President Roosevelt in tho 
warmest terms at the Thanksgiving 
dinner of tho American society to¬ 
night. That the financial depression 
w-na felt among the Americans in Eng 
land was shown by the attendance at 
the banquet which was the smallest in 
several years. Three hundred guests 
participated compared with 400 at last 
year’s banquet. The president of the so¬ 
ciety t Col. Millard Hunadcker was ab¬ 
sent and R. Newton Trane, a former 
president, presided in his stead. Mr. 
Reid said in part: 

"Some one wild to me. as I was 
starting for this dinner. ’You will have 
to be a Mark Tapley to-night—cheer¬ 
ful under difficulties/ That was only 
an exaggerated w*ay of saying that w’e 
will have to be American as usual. 

“Nothing could be more un-American 
than to be downcast over temporary 
discouragements or to despair of the 
republic because some of our people, 
unhappily have lost their money almost 
as fast as they had mado it. We have 
seen such things before, and It was 
worse when the country was not half 
as big or half m» rich as it is now, and 
w’c have not forgotten how r we camo cut 
of them.**

GOOD RETURN IS EXPECTED. 


There seems to be a revival In. tree 
planting iq Southern Indiana, says a 
Boonvlile special to the Indlanapo.i* 
News. The Govemmehl forester, Gif¬ 
ford Plnchot. and the Indiana Board of 
Forestry fiavo for several years been 
advising the farmers to plant forest 
trees, but It is only recently that there 
seems to he any marked results of 
these appeals made by the Government 
and the State. 

In Warrick and other counties In the 
southern part of the State many fann¬ 
er* are planting waste tracts of land 
with mich trees as black locusts, haniy 
catalpas and other fast-growing va¬ 
rieties. TTiis is due largely to the post 
famine that the farmers are contend¬ 
ing with. It is getting to be almost 
Impossible to obtain lasting fence 
posts, and the farm ora have found that 
the black locusts, hardy cat a. p is ahd 
osage orange make the best fence p.*Aa 
that can bo grown. There are other* 
also who art taking to tree planting 
as a financial investment. 

There is some land in this pari; of 
Indiana that can bo bought at from $»» 
to $10 an acre, which will yield a good 
crop of black locusts for posts in from 
ten to twelve years. An.acre of p^sts 
is estimated to be worth from $250 to 
$800. and in view of the high price of 
farm labor this seems to be a good in¬ 
vestment for those Wlio have worn out 
fields. In fact. It has been stated by 
Government forestry experts th.H a 
small plantation of black locusts wduid 
be a sure investment if It were not for 
the possibility of the destructive work 
of the locust barer. 

A few years ago a Pennsylvania rail¬ 
road set out 3.000 acres of black locusts 
in Western Pennsylvania. The locuwt. 
borer struck them in « few yearn and 
killed the entire plantation. Up to 
date, however, the locust borer doe* 
not seem to have been so destductlve in 
Boutbem Indiana, yet there are few 
groves in whJch cannot be found tho 
effect of the borers to some extent. But 
it Is estimated that even If the borers 
were to kill three-fourths of all the 
trees set out, the locusts would still 
be a good In vestment.

The locust borer is very destructive 
in its work. It bores‘holes through tho 
young growing trees and it is not un¬ 
common in sections where the borer 
works to find young trees with hole* 
through them the size of a lead pencil. 
"The Bureau of Entomology nt Wash¬ 
ington, D. G.." says Mr. Llttlepage, 
"has given a great deal of study to 
this Insect and has issued a bulletin 
showing the results of investigations, 
but as yot there has been no practical 
way found to offset its effects. 

"The greatest known enemy of tho 
borer is the woodpecker. During the 
last summer Mr. Detwellor. a represen¬ 
tative of the forestry bureau, visited 
this part of Indiana dnd made a clo*e 
study of the trees. He said that the 
birds were the farmers’ best friends, 
and that if the farmers gave the mat¬ 
ter proper attention they would not 
pprmlt birds to bo killed, but on tho

The new Board of Puik Commission 
era started upon its work by announc¬ 
ing the immediate abandonment of the 
project long talked of and actually put 
under way by the former board to 
build a parkway that shall connect th*? 
three outlying parks of the city. The 
reason for the decision is the cost 
which such a system of fine driveways 
Mould involve. The commissioners do 
not feel like asking the taxpayers of 
Louisville to undertake so great a bur¬ 
den at this time. 

However, ultimately such a parkway 
should be constructed, it is tfye logical 
corollary of the existing system of 
parks.

The Speaker Is said al9o to think that 
the present is not a good time to adopt 
innovations which might result in con¬ 
siderable expense, especially, as he 
says, the postal service* hna never paid 
for itself. 

The prospect for postal savings banks 
seems to have gained some stn.».;th 
irorn the recent financial stringency, 
because it l» held that there would b* 
no disposition in such eases to with¬ 
draw deposits made with the Govern¬ 
ment. However, if the Speaker is op¬ 
posed to any such scheme, and persists 
in his opposition, nothing In that behalf 
is likely to be done ut the coming ses¬ 
sion.

effort to lncreuse It. A country from 
whichVforelgners who work with their 
hands while getting their first lessons 
in the language can send home $75, 
000,000 a year is not a country In 
which any ambitious American should 
be without hope.

The Money We "Burn.” 

Al present 25,000 persons each week 
are returning to Europe to spend In 
one way or another money they have 
earned In Americn as laborers. This 
migration of emigrants occurs an¬ 
nually. Workingmen from Italy go 
home to spend the holidays, after a 
year of work In the United States. 
Many Southern Europeans who have 
worked and saved for a number of 
years return to live independently in 
the old world. Others who remain here 
send tlielr savings home. Between $50,- 
000.000 and $100,000,000 of the savings of 
emigrants flows back to Europe an¬ 
nually. This stream of gold represents 
the difference between what working¬ 
men earn and what they can llvo 
upon—If they are Europeans bent upon 
saving. 

In the figure^ showing how ninny 
Europeans save money enough to 
spend tlielr Christmas in their native 
land, and the figures showing the vol¬ 
ume of the Having*’ of foreigners, there 
Is no little food for reflation upon the 
part of the young American who is 
starting out lit life with no capital 
but his ability la work. 

The foreigner who comes to this 
country makes his living expenses fit 
hln earning capacity, allowing a mar¬ 
gin for saving. He is a man with a

The Price of Eggs. 

While the average price of eggs 
lesi this year than it was two yea s 
ago. !t is more than 50 per cent, great¬ 
er than |t was eight years ago. It Is 
now predicted that the pr re must go 
don n. 

Experts suy that two thfi gs huve 
combined to help up the price of egge 
in the Lnited States. One is the specu. 
la live demand, end the other is the cold 
steruge system. The number of eggs 
in cold storage was recently reported 
to be phenomenal. These eggs are te.n 
poraiily kept out of the market, anl 
they have gTeat Influence on the avalla 
ble Supply. The high price of eggs haa 
stimulated production, as high prices 
always do. Rut the ntore^eggs that are 
produced 4he more are bought by the 
speculators fo .keep tjie market from 
declining. Bat this hpying again in¬ 
duces more people to go into the bus! 
ness of producing eggs and conduces 
to make those already In the business 
extend their operations and increase 
their production. Consequently, it is 
said, egg production In the United 
Slates is greater than ever before. 

Why not export the surplus? It u 
said that England is the only country 
importing eggs in considerable quanti¬ 
ties, and the price there Is about the 
same that is paid In the American mar¬ 
ket. To send the surplus hither, there 
fore, would Involve a Ioj-s of the coat 
of shipping and handling. The loss 
might bo greater, for any considerable 
export would Increase the supply In 
England and have a tendency to re¬ 
duce prices. Hence the feeling that 
the surplus must be cared for at home. 
At present the surplus is considered by 
many as too large for this purpose so 
long ax present prices are maintained. 
If, however, these were reduced to a 
normal basis consumption would be 
greatly stimulated. With lower prices 
also the possibility of exporting would 
be greatly Increased. 

One reason, however, why expoiting 
Is discouraged is because there is a 
lack of packing*facilities. Eggs sent 
to market in thlu country are not In 
such a condition os to be exported, and 
ua the business has been small the fa¬ 
cilities for packing them in a suitable 
way for exportation are lacking. OX 
course these could be supplied If there 
ivaa a prospect of the exportation be¬ 
ing permanent. So long, however, os 
this business may be but a temporary 
makeshift the disposition to provide the 
necessary packing facilities is largely 
wanting. There Is, therefore, a dlspoJi. 
lion to rely on the home demand, even 
If this has to be stimulated by lower 
prices. 

How far the*e considerations may 
contribute to affect the prices of this 
commodity remains to be seen. If the 
experts quoted are right In their con¬ 
clusions it affords another illustration 
of the perils which surround those who 
seek to regulate the price of commod¬ 
ities by artificial means. Supply and 
dmnand are the great factors which 
regulate price#. To control the Jutter 
It is necessary to regulate the former. 
Supply may be diminished by keeping a 
large quantity of a particular com¬ 
modity out of the markeL In this way 
prices may be temporarily kept up. 
But there la the necessity of holding 
a considerable dock, with a loss of the 
Interest on the capital. This may be re- 
placed by the higher prices obtained 
for the goods actually marketed. But 
the higher prices stimulate production 
am! increase the quantity which It Is 
necessary to ke?p out of the market. 
After a time the accumulation 1 * are 
liable to be so great that It is necessary 
to get rid of them, and for this pur¬ 
pose a reduction of the price becomes 
necessary. Such a reduction will in¬ 
crease the demand, and It will have the 
effect of diminishing the future sup- 

piy. 

There Is an influence on production 
and prices which is natural and Inev¬ 
itable. When prices are too low, eo low 
us not to be remunerative, production 
is diminished, and the demand is at the

Our Mineral Wealth. 

A table issued by the United States 
Geological Survey gives a succinct 
statement of our mineral wealth for 
the calendar years from 1897 to 1906. 

The grand total for 1897 was $646.- 
992.582; for 1906, $1,902,517,565. This 

shows an Increase in ten years of near¬ 
ly 200 per cent. 

For 1906 our metallic products were 
worth $886,110,856; our nonmetallic pro¬ 
ducts, $1,016,206,700. with $200,000 worth 
unspecified. The largest item was pig 
Iron, which was worth $505,700,000, or 
something more than one-fourth of the 
w hole value. 

The increase in our mineral wealth 
is impressive, but It suggests the time 
when it will be exhausted. This makes 
the phenomenal increase somewhat of 
doubj/ul advantage. 

The Convention of Commissions of 
Agriculture and Agricultural Workers 
from the Cotton States, which was in 
session at Charleston. S. C.. lost week, 
adopted a report upon the current cot¬ 
ton report, estimated upon the basis of 
carefully gathered data from all the 
States, in which the total number of 
bales was fixed at 11,412.829, as Against 
13,439,734 reported by the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment In 1906. The estimate for the 
year's crop of this year by Slates was 
as follows: Alabama, 1.135,000; Arkan¬ 
sas. 900,000; Florida. 45.000; Georgia, 
1,750.000; Indian Territory, 400.000; Ken¬ 
tucky, 3.000; Louisiana, 750.000? Missis¬ 
sippi. 1.500.000; Missouri, 50,000; North 
Carolina, 532,645; Tennessee. 309.000; 
Texas, 205,000; Virginia, 15,000. The 
greatest deficit appears in Texas, where 
the present crop is estimated at LS75.000 
less than the crop of *1906. This closely 
approximates the estimated deficit of 
the total present crop as compared with 
that of 1906, tending to show that, save 
as to Texas, the total estimated yield 
of the other States is quite nearly nor¬ 
mal.

LAST WHO KNEW BYRON. 


[Washington Post.] . 

It is believed that the la^ surviving 
per*#n who had it speaking -acquaintance 
with Lord Byron died a few week* ago fn 
Sydney, AusrtraUa. She was ninety-eight 
years oil, the widow- of a British army 
officer and Colonial official, but a native 
of Greece. 

Katarina Plessos was bom In Misso- 
loughl in 1809 . Tho great English poet 
was a frequent visitor at her uncle’s 
house during his residence in that place 
In 1823 and 1824. Katarina was practically 
a young woman at fourten years okl- 
Levantlne girls mature «»nr!y—and Bryon 
took^ a fancy to her. Of course be filled 
a large space in her young imagination. 
He was the national hero of the time, he 
was a poet, he was handsome, und as 
she always said in telling of her ncqujMnt. 
once with him, lie had a faaclnailtm of 
manner that no one could r* sl^t. 

After Byron’s death. In i$24. the Plessos 
family became the object* of political 
peruei-tuion and had to flee from Ml*w*>- 
loughl in to Kulanios, one or the Ionian 
Isiland® then under British rule. It was 
there KaMrina. met Uapt. Crummer, who 
had fought all through rhe Peninsula 
campaigns and been present at Waterloo. 
Though only sixteen years old she became 
his bride in 1825. In 1S35 his regiment, the 
Twenty-eighth Infantry, In w*hlch he was 
a major, was sent to Australia and the 
couple went with It Five years later, 
wrhen it was ordered to India, MaJ. Crum! 
mer resigned and was tQpde a police 
magistrate In the Colony. He held the 
post until 1S64 and died In 1SG7. Ills wld.*w 
never returned to Europe, though she 
survived him forty years They had 
eight children, of whom two still survive.

It was the fifteenth annual battle be¬ 
tween these sturdy* rivals, and when they 
net yesterday, shoulder to* shoulder, bon© 
to bon© and sinew to sinew, all the past- 
wlth Its pleasure and Its bitterness, was 
forgotten. Tho wearers of the crimson 
did not remember their previous defeats 
of this year, nor did th© wearer* of the 
purple remember their victories. They 
met yesterday as a man meets n man to 
decide who 1s the strongest, and at the 
end. In th© gray of the day that was al¬ 
most done, the huge purple banner on 
the north side of the field waved triumph¬ 
antly over thousands of frenzied sup¬ 
porters. who showed their delight In va¬ 
rious ways.

At thi* 
rat© sev©n un loader* and plows would 
take care of the dally output In the 
month of March Inst; and this would 
mean that twenty-eight whit© men and 
forty-two luborers could unload 32.000 
cubic yards a day. A man with a shovel 
could unload only twelve cubic yard* 
a day. up«m which bast* we find that 
by the old methods of unloading by 
hand It would require 2,660 laborer* 
and 300 white foremen to do ns much 
as twenty-eight white men and forty- 
three laborer* and firemen employed on 
nieehanicfil unloading. 

After the material has been plowed 
off tlie cam it is pushed away from the 
track by mechanical spreaders, which 
distribute the material from nine to 
twelve feet out from the truck. Ti* ac¬ 
complish thi* work by hand would in¬ 
volve the use of 3.000 laborers, us 
against fight machines, sixteen white 
liven and tw’cnty-four laborers and fire¬ 
men. A comparison of the train service 
of the French a* used twenty-five years 
ago for hauling th© material out to 
dump ond the service now In operation 
at Panama, shows rilso a remarkable 
gain In efficiency. This comparison is. 
of course, no reflection on the French 
method. the development In the size 
and capacity of trains during the last 
quarter of a century ha© been ex¬ 
traordinary. Tho standard engine used 
by the French and rebuilt by us hauls 
a dozen four-yard dump cars, or a train 
carrying forty-eight cubic yards of ma¬ 
terial. Our engines haul twenty West¬ 
ern dump enra of twelve yards capac¬ 
ity each, or 240 cubic yard* a train: 
or they will lmul seventeen flat cam of 
eighteen cubic yard* capacity; a total of 
306 cubic yards a train. Therefore to 
haul our present output of 32,000 cubic 
vards dally It take* 666 French trains 
against 133 tiains of Western dumps, or 
104 trains of flat car* of our American 
equipment. 

In a general comparison of results 
with th© work done twenty-five year* 
ag>* by th© French, which were the 
methods in vogue twenty year* ago on 
similar work In the United States, we 
find ihat with a total of 7,000 men. su¬ 
perintendent*, timekeeper*, laborers, 
etc , we took out of the Culebra cut 
in March tost 81 S .270 cubic yards. At 
the bright of their operations the 
French took out a maximum of 2S2.52S 
ruble yards from the Culebra cu( In one 
month, with the employment of from 
16 000 to IS.000 laborers alone, not in¬ 
cluding puperiutendem*. foremen, etc.

He sa» 
working In tho telegraph office there, ana 
In those days a real millionaire In the 
8moky City was a rarity. Few of the 
offices had enough money to have operat¬ 
ors and a telegraph room In their build¬ 
ings. and."in fact, their circulation was 
not sufficient to Justify It. 

**A man from .each of the morning pa- 
pen. had to go down to the telegraph 
office to get a copy of the telegraph nows 
that came In. for It was before manifold 
typewriting, and only one copy was taken 
by the operator. 

"Now. this having to copy half a 
column or more of news every night was

INDIANA COLLINS FAMILY. 


ELMER MORRIS GETS LOWER

ATTEMPT TO CLOSE SALOON. 


Mr*. Phoebe Montgomery, who had 
the distinction of being one of a fam¬ 
ily of eighteen children boro to Karnes 
Collins, who, previous to his death, 
waw a resident of Underwood.
